ORDER. 


At  a  General  Session  of  the  INTERSTATE  COMMERCE  COMMIS- 
SION, held  at  its  office  in  Washington,  D.  C,  on  the  Ist  day  of 
December,  A  D.  1919. 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  FREIGHT  COMMODITY  STATE5TICS. 

It  is  ordered,  That — 

1.  Beginning  with  January  1,  1920,  and  thereafter  until  otherwise 
ordered,  carriers  df  Classes  I  and  II,  that  is,  cairieis  other  than 
switching  and  terminal  companies  having  operating  revenues  above 
$100,000  per  annum,  shall  compile  freight  traffic  statistics  monthly, 
and  each  of  such  carriers  shall  report  them  quarterly  and  annually 
to  the  Interstate  Commerce  Commission  according  to  the  commodity 
classes  named  below,  and  for  each  class  shall  state  the  number  of 
carloads,  as  hereinafter  defined  (except  for  Class  70),  the  number  of 
tons  of  2,000  pounds  oz^inating  on  respondent's  line,  and  the  number 
of  tons  received  from  conneetang  carriers:

Classes  1  to  69  shall  indud©  carkmd  tamffic  imkj,  lOl  C.  L.  traffic 
being  included  in  Claas  70. 

A  "mtkmd"  for  the  purpose  of  this  report  shall  consist  of  a  ship- 
ment of  not  less  than  10,000  pounds  of  one  commodity  from  one  con- 
signor to  one  consignee,  at  one  destination,  or,  in  the  case  of  double 
loading,  to  two  consignees  at  one  or  more  destinations.  Where  mixed 
carload  ratings  are  provided  in  classifications  or  tariffs,  a  mixed 
carload  shall  be  treated  as  a  carload  within  the  nfiftAT^w^g  of  thk  para- 
graph, provided  audi  ahipment  k  from  one  consignor  to  one  consignee 
at  one  desimation:  or,  in  tiie  case  of  shipments  upon  which  stopovers 
are  permitted,  from  one  consignor  to  two  or  more  consignees,  each  at 
a  different  destination;  and  provided  the  shipment  is  waybilled  at, 
and  the  charges  are  collected  upon,  the  basis  of  the  carload  rate 
applicable.  In  such  cases  the  shipment  should  be  treated  as  a  carload 
of  that  commodity  which  forms  the  maj<»r  portion  of  tiiie  shipment 
in  weight.  Whm  a  carioad  of  one  commodity  received  at  <»ie 
destmation  is  the  mult  of  the  so-called  ^^ck-up"  loading,  and  it 
ctmsists  of  9hipiii€iits  from  two  or  more  shippers  from  two  or  more

poiiits*ol  origin  ccmsigned  to  one  or  more  consignees  at  a  ocmmion 
destination,  it  shall  be  Massed  under  item  sev^ty  (70). 

2.  As  a  special  study  covering  waybills  included  in  accounts  for  the 
month  of  April,  1920,  but  not  thereafter  until  further  order,  carriers 
of  Class  I  shall  compile  and  report  additional  data  for  15  classes  of 
^       commodities,  as  indicated  below.   The  numbers  in  parentheses  show 
the  correspond^ce  with  the  main  classification  given  above.

For  each  of  the  above  classes  there  shall  be  reported  for  the 

received  tonnage  only,  except  as  otherwise  provided  below,  the 
number  of  carloads,  the  number  of  tons  (of  2,000  pounds),  the  total 
revenue,  the  State  in  which  the  point  waybilled  from  is  situated,  and 
the  State  of  the  waybill  destination.    The  total  revenue  shall  be 

•4^.  the  total  amount  shown  in  the  freight  chaige  colmnn  of  the  waybill, 
including  any  miscellaneous  chaige  shown  in  that  column.  So  far 
as  practicable,  the  revenue  reported  by  each  carrier  diall  correspond 
to  the  State-to-State  movement  which  it  reports,  as  provided  for 
below.  On  shipments  to  or  from  Canada,  or  Mexico,  the  revenue 
reported  shall  be  only  the  proportion  accruing  to  the  respondents 
within  the  United  States.  The  State  waybilled  from  and  the  State 
waybilled  to  shall  govern  on  rebilled  traffic. 

The  data  shall  be  compiled  from  the  audited  records  covering  local 
traffic  (including  shipments  rebilled  at  junctions  with  other  than  Class 
I  roads)  and  inboimd  interline  traffic,  including  traffic  moving  to 
other  than  Class  I  roads,  to  Canada,  to  Mexico,  and  to  all  other 

^  countries,  when  such  traffic  is  waybilled  to  the  junction  points  of 
deUvery  to  other  than  Class  I  or  foreign  carriers.  When  such  traffic 
is  waybilled  through.  Class  I  carriers  shall  include  in  their  reports 
traffic  deiivered  on  tlnou^  billing  to  aU  otibw  l^ian  Class  I  roads. 
Interlme  accoimts  rendered  ij  such  carriers  will  be  used  to  obtain 
the  data.  No  adjustment  of  revenues  or  tonnage  will  be  required 
on  account  of  transit  privileges  at  intermediate  points. 
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To  show  the  moYement  of  each  of  the  15  classes  of  commodities 
hetween  States,  statements  shall  be  rendered  for  each  commoditj 
class  separately  in  the  following  form:

3.  All  reports  provided  for  nnder  seetioii  1  above  c^all  be  forwarded 
to  Uie  Bureau  of  Statistics,  Interstate  Commerce  Commission,  on  or 
before  the  last  day  of  the  second  month  succeeding  the  close  of  the 
quarter  for  which  they  are  compiled.    The  special  report  for  April, 
20,  shall  be  filed  not  later  than  July  15,  1920, 
By  the  Commiseioii.
